We can keep sows from having 
pigs that are born dead, or so weak 
that they soon die, or are’ hairless, 
by giving the sow lots’ of exercise, 
and by having her feed, before pigs 
are born, as nearly like summer feed 
as possible, and by putting ten (10) 
gram of iodine of potassium into one 
hundred (100) pounds of feed, all 
through the winter.
